Gilliland says the Indians 
have formed several firm s 
and are in the business of 
m aking ladies bras for a 
Ca I i fo rn i a ba sed 
co rn pa n y 
They also m ade underwear, 
but 
G illila n d had 
heard 
recently the com pany had 
been caught in the recession 
and had folded. 
M any Indians farm and 
raise their own vegetables 
and cattle, and every time 
they have a celebration the 
women prepare “ fry bread.” 
M rs. Gilliland added that all 
the Indians they met really 
like melons and when the 
first one is ready to eat. that 
is 
excuse 
enough 
for 
a 
celebration. 
Chiefs, Councils 
Gilliland 
explained 
that 
some Indian villages have 
Village Chiefs, but in most 
cases the tribes are ruled by 
a tribal council, with one 
person named as chairm an 
or chiel of the council 
lh* said 
the council 
is 
formed and governed much 
like P lan o 's or any other city 
counc il They an* elected for 
a term of four years and 
voted out if they don’t please 
the majority.

have schools and the Hopis 
have about 360 children in 
their school.

The Press and the American Revolution — 
John Hancock’s ‘Liberty’ Is Seized

On May 9, 1768, a colonial 
custom s 
officer 
nam ed 
Thomas Kirk boarded John 
H ancock’s 
sloop, 
the 
Liberty, which was tied up at 
the owner’s wharf along the 
north-end 
w aterfront 
of 
Boston. He was suspicious of 
the small entry of 25 casks of 
Madeira wine as the total 
amount subject to duty. 


Kirk quickly discovered 
much more Madeira than 
had been declared. Capt. 
Jam es Marshall of the vessel 
offered the customary bribe 
so that the cargo might be 
unloaded, but Kirk refused 
to 
take 
it. 
Thereupon 


Marshall and his men locked 
the customs official in the 
cabin and proceeded to hoist 
the casks out of the hold and 
take them ashore. 
When the job was finished 
Captain Marshall threatened 
Kirk’s property and life if he 
told anyone about the affair, 
and the terrified officer 
reported to his superior that 
the cargo entered for the 
Liberty was correct. 
True Story Revealed 
About a month later the 
Liberty was still at the wharf 
being loaded for an outward 
voyage. By this time Captain 
Marshall had died and the 
50-gun warship. Romney had 
arrived in Boston harbor. 
Feeling safer now. Kirk told 
the true story of the events of 
May 9. 
With this information the 


comptroller of the customs.

Hallowell, went 
down to the dock and had the 
broad arrow

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The Loyalists of Boston had a strong champion in John Mein, publisher of the Boston 
Chronicle, which appeared from late 1767 to June 1770. Mein, who didn’t mind disputes, 
vigorously defended British policy. He quarreled with the Patriots, and he even gave John 
Gill, one of the publishers of the Boston Gazette, a physical beating. Customs officals were 
happy to give this fearless spokesman their printing business. When the Committee of 
Merchants of Boston organized a nonimportation agreem ent, Mein would not be bullied into 
signing. Instead he printed lists of cargoes and importers. In this em barrassing issue Mein 
printed the names of consignees of British goods, including the famous Patriot, John Han­ 
cock.

When Gen Thomas Gage 
arrived in the fall of 1768 
with

however, the problems were 
not solved and more con­ 
troversy erupted 
In the case of the Liberty. 
John Hancock was arrested 
and ordered to pay a huge 
fine. A lawsuit followed with 
John 
Adams 
defending 
Hancock against charges of 
smuggling 
After a three months' trial 
in 
1769 Attorney General 
Sewell dropped the case for 
lack of conclusive evidence. 


declaring “The King will 
prosecute 
no 
further ” 
Hancock got off scot-free on 
charges against him. but he 
lost the Liberty. The sloop 
was made into a revenue 
cutter 
and 
used 
in 
Narragansett 
Bay until a 
Newport mob seized the ship 
and burned it. 
Enforcement Difficult 
Clearly, the enforcement 
of an unpopular British 
regulation in the colonies 
was very difficult 
it 
not 
Impossible. John Hancock 
was only one of many who 
tried to evade British trade 
regulations 
and 
import 
goods illegally in this period 
The 
Liberty 
affair 
did 
boost 
H ancock’s 
local 
prestige and he was elected 


to 
the 
M assachusetts 
General Court (the colonial 
legislature) in 1769. For the 
most part he supported the 
Patriot cause in the years 
ahead. 
A notable exception may 
be seen in the accompanying 
illustration from the Boston 
Chronicle, 
which 
shows 
Hancock as a violater of the 
nonimportation 
agreement 
of his fellow Boston mer­ 
chants.

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Church Is Worship Place

First Assembly of 
God Church 
The place of worship is 
commonly called the church, 
or the House of God. We 
know that the word church 
as used in the Bible in the 
original 
language 
was 
“ ekklesia” , 
m eaning 
a 
c a lle d -o u t 
a s s e m b ly , 
therefore we are to un­ 
derstand that it primarily 
speaks of people as opposed 
to a building. 
People commonly call the 
building where the church 
m eets, the church. This 
would not be completely 
correct, but it would be the 
place that houses the church 
or could be called the church 
house. 
With 
this 
fact 
established let us look at 
what God’s Word has to say 
about going to the church 
house, or place of worship. 
In the book of Hebrews, 
Chapter IO, Verse 25, it says, 
“not forsaking the assem­ 
bling of ourselves together, 
as the manner of some is; 
but exhorting one another; 
and so much the more, as ye 
see the day approaching.” 


Assembling Is Christian Faith 


By this verse we know that 
God directs Christians to be 
faithful in the assembling of 
them selves together. We 
also see that by what is said, 
that some fail to do this, 
therefore the admonitions 
“exhorting one another; and 
so much more, as ye see the 
day approaching” speaks to 
us that even greater care in 
encouraging continued faith­ 
fulness in these last days, 
should be the concern of 
every Christian. 
Many times we hear the 
expressions, 
“ it 
is 
not 
necessary to go every time 
or to every service,” but 
God’s word says it is, if we 
are able and it is possible for 
us to be there. Going to the 
church house does not make 
us a Christian, but if Weare a 
Christian, we will want to go 
the place of worship. 
What kind of a church is 
the Lord looking for? We are 
told in Eph 5:27 “that it is a 
glorious church, without spot 
or wrinkle, or any such 
thing, and it should be holy 
and without blemish.” 


The place of worship is a 
house for the church which is 
different from any other 
place when dedicated to the 
use of service of God. The 
building may be called a 
tem ple, 
tabernacle, 
or 
church building, but the true 
church in 2 Cor. 6:16 is 
spoken of as “the temple of 
the living God; as God hath 
said. I will dwell in them, 
and walk in them; and I will 
be their God and they shall 
be my people.” 
The church, as a called-out 
assembly, is different from 
any other institution on the 
face of the earth. In 2 Cor 
6:17, it is further stated that 
the church is to be separate 
from 
the 
world to 
be 
received by God. 
The 
vast m ajority 
of 
denom inations of people 
m ake 
very little or 
no 
change in their lives which 
distinguish them as being 
separate from 
the world 
system, which is opposed to 
God’s system. Many places 
that are known as a house for 
God’s 
people are nothing 


more than meeting places 
and not places of worship 
and praise to God. 
In the gospel of Marj, 
Chapter ll. Verse 17. Jesus 
said “ My house shall be 
called of all nations the 
house of prayer, but ye have 
made it a den of thieves.” 
thus He spoke concerning 
the Temple at Jerusalem 
and He wants the church 
today to be a “House of 
Prayer.” 
They made it something 
other than what it was in­ 
tended to be. and this 
displeased Jesus as it still 
does todav when His house is 


used in ways unbecoming to 
C h ris tia n 
p r in c ip le s . 
According to Psalm 50, 
praise should be a great part 
of 
Christian 
worship. 
“ Phase ye the Lord, praise 
God in his sanctuary; Let 
everything that hath breath 
praise the Lord. Praise ye 
the Lord.” 
The world goes by what 
they see in the people *hat 
make up the church. 
A 
person that professes to be a 
Christian will surely want to 
maintain their testimony by 
attendance in the house of 
worship. 
If you profess to be a 
Christian, then be faithful in 
your attendance, and if you 
do not attend, begin to do so 
todav.
